The cards are bound 
together with a detachable tab 
which, when pulled, removes 
the carbon paper and leaves two 
mailable, pre paid cards 
One card goes to the local 
postmaster for immediate at­ 
tention. The other is forwarded 


to the Consumer Advocate in 
Washington. D C. This copy will 
provide the Postmaster General 
and top management with a 
continuous reading of how well 
the public thinks it is being 
served and will establish closer 
relationship with local con­ 
sumers.

School Kids And Safety 


The state of Indiana in general and the county of 
Rush in particular, can take justifiable pride in the 
safety record achieved in the transportation of school 
children across the years. 


Many old-timers herebouts can recall the days of 
the first “school hacks,” which were horse-drawn 
affairs, and the exit was by the back door, where a 
stationary bet of steps and hand rail were attached. 
These hacks were drawn by two horses, and were 
then replaced by motorized units, which have ad­ 
vanced with the times. 


The long record of School Bus safety is notable, and 
is a credit to bus drivers, school adm inistrators, 
motorists, and patrons. Stiff law enforcem ent has not 
hurt the program, either. 


Safety is the primary interest of school ad­ 
ministrators when they prepare and schedule bus 
routes and in the choice of bus drivers. Careful 
planning by the school board and administration is 
and important part of this program. 


It might be well to state here that this record of 
safety has not come merely as a happenstance. It is 
the result of care - of care in planning, and care in 
execution of duty. 
School 
bus 
drivers 
are 
a 
professional, dedicated sort of people. They take their 
jobs very seriously. 


Rushville consolidated School bus drivers are 
selected not only on the basis of low bid, but ex­ 
perience and past performance is of genuine concern. 


Every motorist is aware of the very strict laws which 
prohibits passing of a school bus when its lights are 
flashing, and when it is stopped to load or unload 
children. In Indiana, this law is rigidly enforced, and 
bus drivers may cite offenders into court, and stiff 
penalties imposed. It is a credit to the motoring public 
that very few of these offenses occur. 


No m otorist,law enforcement officer, bus driver, 
school administrator, or patron wants a school child 
hurt. A total of 2,826 ride RCS buses every day, and 
they arrive at school and home again in good order. 
Continued concern and a watchful eye on safety can 
keep an almost unblemished record intact. 


Mental Depression 


The importance of depression, the m ost common 
and perhaps the oldest of mental disorders, is being 
emphasized this year bv the National Association of 
Mental Health. The Indiana Association is con­ 
centrating attention on the subject, also, as part of its 
education program. 


In March, Percy Knauth, author and journalist, 
who is 1975 National Mental Health chairman, 
described his battle with severe depression at the 
Indiana Association’s annual meeting. His widely- 
acclaim ed book, “A Season in H ell,” dealt in depth 
with the illness from which the author has recovered. 
This book is available in the local Mental Health 
Office on a loan basis. 


Knauth’s moving description of the debilitation and 
despair he endured and the fact that treatment 
alleviated his distress have underscored the fact that 
understanding and help are available to others who 
suffer the effects of depression. 


Pointing out that many of these signals can be 
normal reactions to disappointments, loss or stress, 
the NAMH has released ten “Depression Danger 
Signals” in an effort to bring about a better un­ 
derstanding of this illness. It is only when they persist 
or are perhaps aggravated by one’s lack of ability to 
“bounce back” should the onset of depression be 
considered. Then, NAMH advises, one should seek 
professional help. 


A depression can be brought about by a chemical 
change in the body, a reaction to an outside event, 
unconscious effects of behavior and inter-personal 
relations, or a combination of all three causes. 


The National Association for Mental Health has 
devoted the latest issue of its quarterly m agazine MH 
to depression, and will hold a conference on the 
subject in October.

unknowingly com m itting felonious acts, aided and ab- 
beted by The G overnor and form er chief executives. 
Although it m ay sound beyond the realm of possibility, 
the situation has the G overnor’s staff burning the night oil 
studying the laws involved. It has been the subject of 
several m eetings, including one involving the Secretary of 
State, Attorney G eneral, Governor, and m em bers of their 
staffs. Even if such acts are determ ined not to be felonies, 
they may be conflict of interest or contrary to the Code of 
Conduct established by the new Ethics Commission. 
Most serious possible conflict is covered by an an­ 
tiquated law to register and control lobbying activities. 
Although described by Attorney G enral Theodore!.. 
Sendak as “ filled with loopholes large enough to drive a 
truck through,’’ it is still in effect. Much of the language is 
specific. A ttem pts to update the law covering annual 
sessions have failed 
The penalty for violations is strict. It states: “ Whoever 
violates any of the provisions of this act shall be guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less 
than two hundred hollars nor more than one thousand 
dollars, or im prisoned not less than three m onths nor 
m ore than one year. It shall be the duty of the attorney 
general,upon inform ation, to bring prosecutioasunder this 
section.” 
The Act defines who shall be required to register and 
file financial reports with the Secretary of State covering 
lobbying activities. R equirem ents cover a wide spectrum 
of individuals and organizations. 
Drop on down into the law, and you find: “ It shall be 
unlawful for any public official of this sta te ...including 
elective and appointive officers and em ployees, or any 
officer, m em ber or em ployee of any state central com ­ 
m ittee of any party, to receive any com peasation w hat­ 
soever from any source, directly or indirectly, for ap ­ 
pearing before the general assem bly of the state of In­ 
diana, or before either house or any com m ittees...” 
Now com es the rub. Each year state governm ent 
publishes a “ R oster of State and Local Officials, State of 
Indiana.” Included a re the nearly 2,000 influencial in­ 
dividual citizens serving on im portant state com m issions 
and com m ittees. Picked for their expertise in wide areas 
of concern, they donate tim e, receiving only $25 per day in 
lieu of expenses. However, it is compensation, and they 
are appointed “officers.” 
One only has to com pare the list included in the Roster 
with those registered with the Secretary of State as 
“ lobbyists” to see the vast area of concern, and possible 
conflict. George Doup, president of the Indiana F arm 
B ureau, serves well on m any state comm issions due to his 
expertise. However, his organization properly registers 
under the lobbying law. Several statutes creating Boards 
and com missions require representation of farm , labor 
and business interests in the m em bership 
John B arnett, E xecutive Vice President of the State 
C ham ber of C om m erce is active in legislative m atters, 
and has served well on the Board of T rustees of the In­ 
diana Vocational Technical College since its inception, as 
well as other im portant commission assignm ents. 
Go down the list of labor representation on lobbying, 
and com pare to appointm ents, and you find 
many 
duplications. Both political party Stte Chairm en were 
nam ed to a com m ittee studying election laws and cam ­ 
paign financing, specifically covered by the 1915 statute. 
No one would seriously propose eleim inating the 
valuable source of “ brain-pow er” available to state 
governm ent by the appointm ents. Few would doubt any 
conflict created by a $25 per day expense. Intim ate 
knowledge which leads to lobbying activitiy m akes the 
individuals equally im portant to governm ent. 
N aturally, long range solution calls for legislation, 
correcting outdated laws. We need to close loopholes in 
the lobbying laws, as well as spelling out a “ liveable’’ 
code of ethics and conflict of interest guideline. Until then. 
Governor Otis R. Bowen has said we will live within the 
law. The problem is determ ining who is actually covered. 
Until corrective legislation is passed, a letter will be 
sent to all Commission and Board m em bers. It will call 
attention to the statute and the possibiltiy of a felony. 
H arry Ice, Indianapolis attorney heading the Ethics 
Commission, has been advised of the potential conflicts. 
It is still another case of a law having possibility of too 
broad 
application, 
not 
intended 
nor 
foreseen 
by 
lawm akers.

W ashington. 
Pine Ridge is a 
battleground and 
has been since the 
seige of Wounded Knee in 1973.

traditionalists

in 
connections 
with 
incidents 
stem m ing 
from

Lowell T h o m a s

NEW YORK (UPI) - Lowell 
Thomas m ade his first broad­ 
cast 50 years ago and today, at 
age 83. he is engaged in enough 
sim ultaneous projects to keep 
man half his age twice as 
frantic. 
Thomas m anages to meet life 
with zest, and new assignments 
with a sense of humor and high 
adventure. If his movements 
are slower than when he made 
his many adventurous trips of 
exploration, his color is good 
his mind quick, his tailoring 
elegant and his voice retains its 
rich resonance. 
“ I’ve 
alw ays 
handled 
the 
news as if it were more than 
just giving people news infor 
m at ion,” Thom as said in an 
interview. “ For me it is giving 
the public a day-by-day account 
of the adventures of the human 
race. 
The 
news 
should 
be 
adventuresom e, exciting, humo 
rous.” 
Brought up in the Midwest 
and West, Thom as worked at 
jobs ranging from 
the gold 
mines to Colorado to newspaper 
reporting and editing, before he 
made that first radio broadcast 
in March. 1925. 


On Sept. 29, Thomas cele 
brates completion of 45 years 
as a rad io re g u la r, m issing 
broadcasts only when he was 
on 
his adventuring trips of 
exploration, such as the one he 
and son Lowell Jr., made to 
Lhasa, the Forbidden City of 
Tibet, in 1949. Lowell Jr , today 
is 
lieutenant 
governor 
of 
Alaska. 


Nowadays Thomas Sr., still 
broadcasts five days a week for 
CBS radio. He also has more 
speaking engagem ents than he 
would like. 


“ I don’t call them lectures,” 
he 
said. 
“There 
are 
three 
words

use, 
that

discarded years ago They are 
lecture, travelogue and docu­ 
m entary. If you want a limited 
audience 
those

At age 83. that isn’t enough to 
keep Thomas fully occupied.

sponsibilities of 
occupational 
licensing and business regula­ 
tion to the secretary of state.” 
Bowen's presentation to the 
House Subcomm ittee on Execu­ 
tive Reorganization, read by 
Raymond Rizzo, an executive 
assistant, stressed the need to 
move slowly in any fundam en­ 
tal changes and to have wide 
public discussion in advance of 
any change. 
“ While economics and effici­ 
encies of operation may gener­ 
ally be gained 
through

combination of like governm en­ 
tal functions, there also ap­ 
pears to be a limit beyond

efficiency,” Bowen said. “The

Bowen 
adm inistration informally has 
installed a

“This innova­ 
tive structure within the gover­ 
n o r’s 
office 
does 
g re a tly 
facilitate governm ent operation 
and service,” he said. 
Orr used the State Egg Board 
as an exam ple of the value of 
small agencies. “The presence 
in the picture of the State Egg 
Board usually draw s a laugh,” 
he said. “ But my review of its 
work since the 1930s indicates 
this board is chiefly responsible 
for Indiana being one of the few 
states with net export of eggs 
beyond state borders.”

testified th a t th e ir offices 
should rem ain elective. Some 
proponents

reorganization have urged these 
functions be held by appointive 
officers. 
Mrs. Currie suggested that 
“too much of governm ent has 
become hand-me-down policies” 
and that reorganization might 
provide a reconsideration of 
how those policies were re a ­ 
ched.

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Taxpayer* Ask IRS. 
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This column of questions and answers on federal tax 
matters is provided by the local office of the U.S. Internal 
Revenue Service and is published as a public service to 
taxpayers. The column answers questions most frequently 
asked by taxpayers. 


Q. I started building a home 
last year and finished some of 
the construction on it in Janu­ 
ary, 1975. Can I add on two 
more rooms before moving in­ 
to the home later this year and 
qualify for the house purchase 
credit? 


A. The Tax Reduction Act of 
1975 provides that construction 
of a new residence must have 
started before March 26. 1975, 
in 
order 
to 
qualify 
for 
the 
credit. However, if a taxpayer 
is building a residence, only 
that part of the cost of con­ 
struction properly allocable to 
work 
done 
after 
March 
12, 
1975, and before January I, 
1977, is subject to the credit. 


This 
means 
that 
you 
may 
qualify for the credit, but only 
for the construction of the two 
rooms and any other construc­ 
tion since March 12. Of course, 
the new house must be your 
principal 
residence, 
and 
you 
must be the first occupant. The 
credit is equal to five percent 
of the construction costs after 
March 12, subject to an over­ 
all limit of $2,000. The credit 
may not exceed your tax lia­ 
bility. 


Q. I recently bought a house 
which I will rent to a family. 
Is the security deposit I will 
receive from my tenants con­ 
sidered taxable income? 


A. Security deposits received 
for the lessee's performance 
under the lease are not usually 
included in income when re­ 
ceived. They are included in 
income when and to the extent 
they are appropriated by the 
lessor because of a default by 
the lessee, lf an amount desig 
nated as a security deposit is 
to be applied as payment of 
rent for the last year of the 
lease, it is advance rent and 
must 
be 
reported 
when 
re­ 
ceived. 


Q. Please explain the new 
personal exemption tex credit. 


A. Taxpayers filing their 1975 
returns will be able to claim a 
credit of $30 against their tax 
liability for every personal or 
dependency exemtpidn of $750 
they take. The credit is not 
applicable to exemptions for 
blindness or old age.

The home entertainment 
revolution has transform­ 
ed sound reproduction 
equipment from the stodgy 
parlor phonograph of yes­ 
terday to the versatile 
multi-purpose stereo sys­ 
tem of today. 
Americans today can lit­ 
erally put together their 
own stereo to suit their 
musical tastes and budg­ 
ets. The choice is wide, 
and stereo systems can 
cost almost any amount 
from under $100 to well 
over $2,000. 


Compart *ywtcm 
The simplest stereo out­ 
fit —■ and its popularity is 
growing rapidly — is the 
"compact system." This is 
usually a three- or four- 
piece set, sold under a 
single brand name and 
packed in one carton with 
easy assembly instructions. 
(If you can plug in a lamp 
you can hook up a compact 
system.) 
The basic compact sys­ 
tem consists of a record 
changer, a stereo amplifier 
and two loudspeaker sys­ 
tems. More expensive sys­ 
tems also include an FM 
stereo and AM radio tuner. 


Do-it-your*elf system* 
Many people prefer to 
put their own audio sys­ 
tems together, selecting 
from components made by 
many manufacturers to 
suit their needs and budg­ 
ets. Basic com ponents 
might include a turntable 
of one make, a receiver 
(combination tuner and 
amplifier) of another, and 
speakers of a third brand 
Dealers offer pre-selected 
component systems, often 


at a savings over the price 
of the same items pur­ 
chased separately. 
Component systems and 
most compacts give the 
purchaser the option of 
adding new program 
sources and accessories at 
his own pace. 
The turntable or record 
changer and FM-AM tuner 
are the basic stereo pro­ 
gram sources, but tape is 
becoming 
increasingly 
popular and is often added 
later — in the form of a 
cassette, cartridge or open- 
reel deck which plugs into 
the amplifier section of 
the audio system. 


Govern m r til standard* 
The heart of the new 
component or compact 
system is the amplifier or 
receiver. Thanks to new 
government standards, 
amplifiers of different 
makes may now be com­ 
pared directly to deter­ 
mine power, distortion and 
frequency response. 
The power measure­ 
ments of all amplifiers are 
now made on the "RMS” 
rating system. Since the 
Federal Trade Commission 
prescribes the measure­ 
ment and testing tech­ 
niques, you may “be sure 
that all advertised speci­ 
fications use the same 
standards.

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Solid state devices keep prices down 


The first 99 years of the 
home entertainm ent rev­ 
olution encompassed the 
development of audio, ra ­ 
dio and television — but 
the last five years probably 
have been the most signi­ 
ficant. 
In the beginning there 
was the mechanical pho­ 
nograph, then the electron 
tube which made possible 
electronic audio eq u ip ­ 
ment and the other home 
e n tertain m en t products. 
Today, solid-state devices, 
the first of which was in­ 
vented in 1947, have ac­ 
celerated the pace of the 
revolution. 


Significant perform ance 
Solid-state devices—in­ 
cluding transistors, diodes 
and integrated circuits — 
have eliminated cumber­ 
some, 
h e at-p ro d u cin g , 
power-hungry and failure- 
prone electron tubes. But 
even more significantly, 
they can perform incred­ 
ibly complex tasks in a 
small space and a t a low 
cost in mass-production. 
A single integrated cir­ 
cuit smaller than a post­ 
age stamp can accomplish 
electronic functions which 
once would have required 
thousands of individual 
parts. 


Electronic calculators 
The first completely new 
product made possible by
